BACK-TO-SCHOOL 
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Dishonesty Doesn't Shock 


We have always had our robber barons, our land giveaways 
and our Teapot Domes, but more and more, it seems, we are 
shrugging off reports of huge profits, unjustified expenditures and 
downright dishonesty. When such things as subsidies for cruise 
ships or theft of millions of gallons of m ilitary fuel come to light, we 
m ay rem ark about it or even grumble a bit. But we don’t become 
really angry. And we don’t do anything effective about it. 
We — enough of us to do any good — don’t campaign vigorously to 
see that congressmen who don’t speak and vote to head off and 
curtail such m anipulations against the public interest are not re­ 
elected, and that suspect adm inistrations are turned out of office. 
Further than that, we are more and more inclined to accept sharp 
practices closer to home, even among persons we know. Dishonesty 
doesn’t shock us. 


It’s not only dishonesty as it relates to money m atters that 
doesn’t shock us. We are concerned, perhaps, but not really 
angered enough to protest to friends, acquaintances and anyone we 
see about beer cans and candy w rappers strewn about — strewn 
despite the fact that those who do it know that most people dislike it 
and that cleanup will cost time and money. We take it for granted 
that traffic laws will not be obeyed, and that workers will claim 
sick leave when they are not sick. 


Perm itted dishonesty of all kinds, petty and far-reaching, is self- 
accelerating. The more it is dealt with leniently, the more 
widespread it becomes. It’s time we called a halt. It can be done. 
Not every big steal can be averted, of course. Not every petty 
chisler ferreted out, nor every litter scatterer apprehended. But if 
we put up a vigorous enough fight, make the penalties severe 
enough, and bring social pressure on the small-time violators, we 
can make progress. 


It’s a somewhat unpleasant task, especially on the personal 
and local level. It’s not pleasant to rebuke a friend or neighbor. But 
establishment of a clim ate of honesty, from bottom to top, is 
something we m ust do if we are to have the kind of a land we want 
to live in.

Even during the crisis years of World War II and the Korean 
War, with the full support of a patriotic people, wage and price 
controls and their counterpart— rationing — proved to be a sorry 
expedient. Time passes swiftly, and the generation of today and 
those with short mem ories who lived with wartim e restrictions of 
yesterday have a tendency to think of wage and price controls as an 
easy way to beat inflation. They could not be more wrong. 


Representative Gerald R. Ford, in commenting on such con­ 
trols, suggested that the President’s Council of Economic Advisers 
compile figures on the cost and operation of the Office of Price 
Stabilization during the Korean War. He said, “ I think there would 
be less enthusiasm for wage and price controls if these figures were 
more generally known. It took 50,000 federal employes to handle the 
bureaucratic problem s of OPS. The cost was $150 million a year or 
more. It would be at least double that today.”

Over the 
next 18 months, another 100 
warships, all of them overage, 
will have to be retired.

Sometimes, the 
malarial parasite can lie dor­ 
mant, but this is com parative­ 
ly rare. 
There are a number of types 
of m alarial parasites that pro­ 
duce 
recurring 
attacks 
of 
chills und fever. The wide use 
of insecticides and antl-mos- 
quito chemicals has reduced 
the danger of the anopheles 
mosquito through whose bite 
m alaria is introduced into the 
human body. 
Your 
question 
ubout 
the 
cycle by which the patients 
can almost tell the time has 
been of greut interest to doc­ 
tors and scientists everywhere. 
The life cycle of the proto­ 
zoan parasite that grows in 
the red blood cells of the 
malurial patient has a very 
special biotogical clock mecha­ 
nism. W ith one form of pura- 
site, a patient may be coni- 
f or table and feel bright and 


cheerful all morning. Almost 
suddenly, 
at 
about 
twelve 
noon, he may feel achy, have 
a sensation of coldness, and 
begin to shiver. 
This may 
progress for hours until he be­ 
gins 
to 
perspire 
profusely. 
Then the tem perature falls, 
leaving him in a state of total 
exhaustion. 
This whole cycle may re­ 
peat itself in twenty-four or 
forty-eight 
hours 
depending 
on how the m alarial parasites 
multiply in the blood stream 
of the infected patient. 
This periodicity has been 
observed for many years and 
has been the target of scien­ 
tific

time. Many of the new drugs 
that have been developed have 
been aimed at killing the p ar­ 
asite during the time when it 
is most vulnerable within the 
blood cell.

seven days a week to the out- 
patient clinic for continuing 
treatment.

You’d steal 
from your mother to get it,” the 
addict said in an interview.

the daily use 
of 
methadone, authorities here 
say. 
Dr. 
Avram 
Goldstein, 
program consultant, said the 
metliadone treatment is the 
most effective way “we know of 
today to treat the heroin ad­ 
diction problem.” 


Methadone, itself addictive, is 
a synthetic narcotic that makes 
addicts lose their craving for 
heroin, Goldstein said.

Dishonesty Doesn't Shock 


We have always had our robber barons, our land giveaways 


and our Teapot Domes, but more and more, it seems, we are 
shrugging off reports of huge profits, unjustified expenditures and 
downright dishonesty. When such things as subsidies for cruise 
ships or theft of millions of gallons of military fuel come to light, we 
may remark about it or even grumble a bit. But we don't become 
really angry. And we don't do anything effective about it. 


We — enough of us to do any good — don't campaign vigorously to 


see that congressmen who don't speak and vote to head off and 
curtail such manipulations against the public interest are not re- 
elected, and that suspect administrations are turned out of office. 
Further than that, we are more and more inclined to accept sharp 
practices closer to home, even among persons we know. Dishonesty 
doesn't shock us. 


It's not only dishonesty as it relates to money matters that 


doesn't shock us. We are concerned, perhaps, but not really 
angered enough to protest to friends, acquaintances and anyone we 
see about beer cans and candy wrappers strewn about — strewn 
despite the fact that those who do it know that most people dislike it 
and that cleanup will cost time and money. We take it for granted 
that traffic laws will not be obeyed, and that workers will claim 
sick leave when they are not sick. 


Permitted dishonesty of all kinds, petty and far-reaching, is self- 


accelerating. The more it is dealt with leniently, the more 
widespread it becomes. It's time we called a halt. It can be done. 
Not every big steal can be averted, of course. Not every petty 
chisler ferreted out, nor every litter scatterer apprehended. But if 
we put up a vigorous enough fight, make the penalties severe 
enough, and bring social pressure on the small-time violators, we 
can make progress. 


It's a somewhat unpleasant task, especially on the personal 


and local level. It's not pleasant to rebuke a friend or neighbor. But 
establishment of a climate of honesty, from bottom to top, is 
something we must do if we are to have the kind of a land we want 
to live in. 


Nof The Easy Way Out 


Even during the crisis years of World War II and the Korean 


War, 
with the full support of a patriotic people, wage and price 


controls and their counterpart— rationing — proved to be a sorry 
expedient. Time passes swiftly, and the generation of today and 
those with short memories who lived with wartime restrictions of 
yesterday have a tendency to think of wage and price controls as an 
easy way to beat inflation. They could not be more wrong. 


Representative Gerald R. Ford, in commenting on such con- 


trols, suggested that the President's Council of Economic Advisers 
compile figures on the cost and operation of the Office of Price 
Stabilization during the Korean War. He said, "I think there would 
be less enthusiasm for wage and price controls if these figures were 
more generally known. It took 50,000 federal employes to handle the 
bureaucratic problems of OPS. The cost was $150 million a year or 
more. It would be at least double that today."

Land Showdown Seen 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — A major 


behind-the-scenes showdown is 
shaping up between Secretary of 
the Interior Walter Hickel and a 
group of powerful 
ranchers, 


including Secretary of the Army 
Stanley Resor. 


The battleground is 8,000 


spectacularly scenic acres along 
the twisting Snake River in 
Wyoming which 
Interior of- 


ficials want to turn into a 
national park. The land is worth 
an estimated $80 million. 


The irony of the controversy is 


that the nation's tourists would 
long since have held title to the 
property if a government sur- 
veyor had not botched his 
assignment back in 1893, leaving 
much of the land outsiue the 
public domain. 


In addition, the shifting course 


of the river has obscured the 
boundaries and complicated the 
government's claim to the land. 


The result is that the land 


rests in the hands of big-time 
ranchers. Among them are 
Resor, Sen. Clifford Hansen, R- 
Wyo., 
and 
philanthropist 


Laurance Rockefeller, all men 
of influence during a Republican 
administration. 


Nevertheless, the Interior 


Department has drafted a secret 
battle plan for giving the land to 
the public. As a national park, 
the study says, the Snake Kiver 
site would take the pressure off 
the Yellowstone and Grand 
Teton Parks, which are in- 
creasingly crowded. 


"LAND GRAB!" CRY 


The Hickel study points out 


problems raised by the political 
power ranchers in the area. In 
addition to Resor, Hansen and 
Rockefeller, there are others 
with pull in the Wyoming State 
House and with the State's 
congressional delegation. Some 
are already howling, "Land 
grab!" 


Sen. Hansen told this column 


that the shifting river has 
swallowed up Hansen family 
lands on one bank, while 
building them up on the other, 
thereby 
compounding 
the 


confusion over surveys. 


Resor said he was sure his 


land extended all the way to the 
river until a recent court 
decision indicated the land 
belonged to the public. "We 
cleaned out the willows, thinking 
it was our land," he said. 


The Army Secretary said he

claims on some of the land, 
further 
complicating 
the 


situation. 


The Hickel plan recommends 


fighting both the ranchers and 
the mining claims. The memo 
adds 
that 
unless 
Interior 


upholds the people, both small 
and large conservation groups 
will be pounding on the ad- 
ministration's door. 


What conservationists fear is 


that eventual sale and re-sale of 


some of the lands would produce 
hideous high-rise apartments 
dumping garbage into the un- 
spoiled river, or a gaudy strip of 
Las Vegas-style funhouses. 


A $4.3 .MILLION HANDOUT 


The J. G. Boswell Co., is 


America's number-Oi'e welfare 
recipient. Last year alone, the 
company raked in $4.3 million in 
agriculture subsidies, much of it 
for not growing crops on its vast 
Southern California farmlands. 


While 
inner-city 
welfare 


mothers 
endure 
endless 


humiliation to wring a paltry 
stip.nd from the government, 
James G. Boswell II, the head of 
the company, operates 
in 


comfort and prestige. 


His counsel is sought by the 


vast Safeway Food store chain, 
of which he is a director. He is 
rarely seen 
in the 
fields, 


preferring instead to spend his 
time in his plush Los Angeles 
office where he tends a variety 
of investments. 


In stark contrast to this 


existence is the life of the men 
who work in the Boswell fields. 
This column has seen sworn 
evidence that the company has 
systematically ignored the 
health and safety laws of 
California by failing to provide 
toilets, hand-washing facilities 
and 
drinking 
water 
for 


farmhands. 
A recent check indicated there 
had been some improvements. 
But in a survey in June of 1969 — 
the same year that the com- 
pany's federal subsidies hit the 
$4.3 
million mark 
— 
in- 


vestigators for California Rural 
'^egal Assistance painted a 
bleak picture. 


CRLA, a group of crusading 


lawyers funded by the federal 
poverty program, has now filed 
a 
formal 
complaint 
with 


Agriculture Secretary Clifford 
Hardin. It asks him to suspend 
subsidies to Boswell and other 
companies which ignore the 
health laws. 


This column sougl?f to reach 


Boswell for comment on the 
CRLA accusations, but he was 
out of the country. Our request 
that a responsible spokesman 
for the company return our calls 
was ignored. 


BUT WHEN THE POOR 


Although Boswell rakes in a 


bundle in U. S. welfare, the firm 
apparently does not take kindly 
to others who seek help from the 
federal government. 


Indeed, when three of its top 


field hands, Dionisio, Nareisco 
and Pedro Navarro, took part in 
demonstrations 
against the 


Kings County Board of Super- 
visors for its refusal to ad- 
minister the federal food stamp 
program in the county, they 
were fired. 


The Navarro brothers swear 


there was no other reason for 
their firing. They say they had 
been dependable workers and 
were always the last to be laid 
off during lulls.

Security Threatened 


A nice little crowd trooped 


down to Newport News this past 
Saturday to applaud the laying 
of the Eisenhower's keel. It was 
a fine occasion — dress whites, 
gold braid, brass trumpets 
gleaming, and later on, mint 
juleps on a shady lawn. 
But 


when the caravans rolled back 
to Washington that night, a 
melancholy question lingered in 
the summer air: When shall we 
come this way again? 


The Eisenhower will join the 


fleet in 1975 as the second 
nuclear-powered carrier of the 
Nimitz class. There may never 
be a third. An economy-minded 
Senate has knocked out a $152 
million request to maintain our 
carrier program. 


In the 
field of 
national 


security, a greater folly scar- 
cely could be imagined; but 
there it is — and when it is said 
that we must live with this 
decision, one might respond, 
\uith 
equal 
fatalism, 
that 


perhaps we die with it too. 


Defense Secretary Laird 


summed up the situation in a 
sentence: 
"If our nation is to 


assume any responsibility for 
international 
peace 
and 


security, it cannot allow its 
naval forces to deteriorate." 
But that is precisely what the 
Congress is allowing. Ten years 
ago, 
even five years ago, the 


United States had the greatest 
navy in the world; we cannot 
make that claim today. 


Our combat fleet is down to 


some 750 vessels now. Over the 
next 18 months, another 100 
warships, all of them overage, 
will have to be retired. 
A 


handful of new destroyers are 
coming on; Nimitz will join the 
fleet in 1973, Eisenhower two 
years later. 
We have 63 sub- 


marines authorized, 
but the 


pace of construction is pitifully 
slow. This is not the story of a 
navy holding its own; it is the 
story of a navy in decline. 


Meanwhile, what of the Soviet 


Union?. The stunning picture of 
Soviet expansion has been 
painted often enough on Capitol 
Hill, but the facts seem never to 
sink in. The Soviet navy now 
numbers 
more 
than 1,700 


combat ships, and the great bulk 
of these are new ships. 


Nearly 60 percent of our own 


naval vessels are 20 years old or 
older; less than one percent of 
the Soviet Uion's ships are than 
old. 
The Communists' new 


Kashin 
class 
destroyer, 


propelled by gas turbines, is 
swashbuckling 
about 
the 


Mediterranean now; a top U.S. 
admiral describes it enviously 
as "one of the great ships of the 
world." 


The Kashin destroyer is only 


one of a dozen new Soviet 
warships already operational. 
The new "Charlie class" of 
Russian Submarines carries a 
short-range missile, capable of 
being fired underwater 
at 


surface targets 25 miles away. 
Still more 
awesome 
is the 


Soviets' Echo II. This nuclear 
submarine is the last laugh on 
Cuba; it is patrolling the 
Atlantic and the Caribbean 
today with 350-mile missiles 
presumably more powerful than 
the 
land-based 
missiles 


removed from Cuba in the great 
uproar of 1962. 


What is the Soviet Union's 


purpose? 
The 
fantastic 


development of Communist 
naval vessels is matched by 
expansion of the Soviet mer- 
chant marine. While our own 
shipyards languish, Russia's are 
booming. Once the Suez Canal is 
reopened — and this prospect 
holds the key to a Mideast 
settlement — the Soviet Union 
will dominate the seaborne 
commerce of the world. 


None 
of 
this 
is 
new. 


Our most respected 
naval 


spokesmen 
— 
Moorer, 


Rickover, McCain — have been 
crying at the top of their lungs 
for modernization of our Navy. 
They have gone unheard. House 
and Senate committees 
have 


filed reports; the reports have 
gone unread. The strategic case 
has been made time after time. 
This was Rickover, a year ago: 


"The United States, being an 


island, has no contiguous land 
masses whence we can conduct 
military operations to protect 
Our national interests or from 
which we -can obtain the fuels 
and materials necessary to 
sustain a large-scale war effort. 
From our island position the 
only way we can project our 
national power beyond range of 
our land bases is through the 
Navy." 


Rickover was at Newport 


News on Saturday. 
It was, to 


repeat, happy occasion; but his 
sad, impassive face masked 
a sense of depression that the 
bravest, brightest band could 
not dispel.

Sometimes, 
the 


malarial parasite can lie dor- 
mant, but this is comparative- 
ly rare. 


There are a number of types 


of malarial parasites that pro- 
duce 
recurring 
attacks 
of 


chills and fever. The wide use 
of insecticides and anti-mos- 
quito chemicals 
has reduced 


the danger of the anopheles 
mosquito through whose bite 
malaria is introduced into the 
human body. 


Your 
question 
about 
the 


cycle by which the patients 
can almost tell the time has 
been of great interest to doc- 
tors and scientists everywhere. 


The life cycle of the proto- 


zoan parasite that grows in 
the red blood cells of the 
malarial patient has a very 
special biological clock mecha- 
nism. With one form of para- 
site, a patient may be com- 
fortable and feel bright and 


cheerful all morning. Almost 
suddenly, 
at 
about 
twelve 


noon, he may feel achy, have 
a sensation of coldness, and 
begin to shiver. 
This may 


progress for hours until he be- 
gins 
to 
perspire 
profusely. 


Then the temperature falls, 
leaving him in a state of total 
exhaustion. 


This whole cycle may re- 


peat itself in twenty-four 
or 


forty-eight 
hours 
depending 


on how the malarial parasites 
multiply in the blood stream 
of the infected patient. 


This periodicity has 
been 


observed for many years and 
lias been the target of scien- 
tific 
study during all that 


time. Many of the new drugs 
that have been developed have 
been aimed at killing the par- 
asite during the time when it 
is most vulnerable within, the 
blood cell. 


Much 
is 
known 
through 


these scientific studies about 
each of the four major types 
of malarial parasites and how 
to prevent the complications 
of this disease which is still 
rampant in many areas of the 
world. The World Health Or- 
ganization has been doing: a 
magnificent job in the eradi- 
cation 
of thi| 
threatening- 


disease.

Reagan Signs Into 
Law Bill Raising 
Interest Rates 


SACRAMENTO (AP> — Gov. 
Reagan has signed into law a 
m easure increasing the interest 
rate on some finance company 
loans from 12 per cent to 18 pei 
cent. 
The measure applies to loans 
between $700 and $1,500, a large 
share of the finance company 
business. Smaller loans already 
pay more than 18 per cent. 
The new law was authored by 
Assemblyman John Briggs, R- 
Fullerton, who said the increase 
was needed to improve the loan 
industry’s profit. The signing by 
Reagan was announced Friday. 
The bills did not change other 
interest ceilings: 30 per cent on 
loans under $200, 24 per cent on 
loans from $200 to $500, and 12 
per cent on loans over $1,500.

Reagan Signs Into 
Law Bill Raising 
Interest Rates 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan has signed into law a 
measure increasing the interest 
rate on some finance company 
loans from 12 per cent to 18 pel 
cent 


The measure applies to loans 


between $700 and $1.500. a large 
share of the finance company 
business. Smaller loans already 
pay more than 18 per cent. 


The new law was authored by 


Assemblyman John Bnggs, R- 
Fullerton, who said the increase 
was needed to improve the loan 
industry's profit. The signing by 
Reagan was announced Friday. 


The bills did not change other 


interest ceilings- 30 per cent on 
loans under $200, 24 per cent on 
loans from $200 to $500, and 12 
per cent on loans over $1,500.
